Coach ‘Alex’ 


GRANTLAND RICE’S TRIBUTE 


Our new Atwater Kent radio was the pride of the street 
the week after Christmas in 1928. The neighbors came often 
and stayed long to listen to the screeches and the static 
belched out by the gooseneck speaker that sat majestically 
on the toolbox-shaped set. On the subsequent New Year’s 
Day evening, however, the latest thing in wireless machines 
was behaving like a little gem. Our parlor was filled with 
folks who had come to hear Georgia Tech play California 
in the Rose Bow] pare. Some came to hear the game as 
broadcast by Graham McNamee and Bill Munday, and 
some came just to hear a radio. It was the first football 
game I’d ever heard. 


As it turned out, the finest came first in my life, for 
never since has football furnished such a thrill for me. I 
remember Warner Mizell’s long run that set up the touch- 
down, which Stumpy Thomason scored from 15 yards out. I 
remember that Tom Jones fell on the ball and busted it. I 
remember that Roy Riegels, the California captain and a great 
center, suffered football vertigo, ran the wrong way and al- 
most scored a safety against his team. I remember that his 
own teammate, Benny Lom, tackled him about the two-yard 
line, that Father Lumpkin recovered Riegels’ fumble, but 
that California was awarded the ball and spared momentar- 
ily. I remember that Vance Maree blecked the subsequent 
punt that eventually allowed Tech te win by the ridiculous 
score of 8 to 7.

baseball.

Bill Alexander had come to Tech as a student in 1906, and except 
for the war, in which he was dispatched to Europe as first lieu- 
tenant, he had never left. 


It so happened that I had stumbled in on the greatest 
moment in Coach Alex’s career, which covered 25 years from 
1920 through 1944 as head coach at Tech. He had su 
his boss, the great John Heisman, in 1920. Just before send- 
ing his last gang of Engineers out to play Tulsa in the Orange 
Bowl on New Year’s Day, 1945, he gathered them around 
and told them that this would be his last game as a coach. 
The next month he resigned and presented the position to his 
trusty backfield teacher, Bobby Dodd. 


That trip to California in '28 was the first in a series of post- 
season experiences in which Coach Alex was to become the only 
coach who ever placed teams in all the major bowls. After the 
Rose Bowl, he met and beat Missouri, 21-7, in the Orange Bow] 
of 1940, lost to Texas, 14-7, in the Cotton Bowl of 1943, beat Tulsa, 
20-18, in the Sugar Bowl game of 1944, and lost that last game 
to the Oklahomans, 26-12.

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Coach Alex's Great Day _ 


_ That Shadowy Messenger who has a 
last note for all of us tapped William 
‘Anderson Alexander on the 
shoulder Sunday morning and it 
is very likely that stubborn and 
very great gentleman was glad, although 
he would never reveal it. For a long time 
he had been ill and lately his eyes had 
been bad, but he would never admit ei- 
ther weariness, disability or discourage- 
ment as he would never recognize defeat. 
He hid beneath a gruff exterior a gentle 
and an emotional heart, and he never 
really fooled anyone with his gruffness. 
He was a man for whom the phrase, “The 
noblest Roman of them all,” seemed made 
to order. He never compromised with 
youth and he lived all his days in hon- 
esty, kindness and service. 


He was, for almost a life time, coach 
of the Georgia Tech football team. In- 
deed, his name and that of football at 
Tech were synonymous. His teams won 
many victories, including a national cham- 
pionship on January 1, 1929, in the famed 
Rose Bowl at Pasadena. His teams were 
to play and win in all the post-season 
bowls. 


There is much that could be said on 
that subject, but it is really a secondary 
one. Thousands knew the sturdy, angular 
man on the bench and field as the, famous 
coach, But not many knew the real man, 
his sweetness and his gentleness, because 
he was never one to wear his heart or 
his emotions on his lapel or to reveal 
them knowingly, even to his friends. But 
they all knew it and loved him, not be- 


cause he was Coach Alexander, -but 
because he was kind and gentle and 
possessed of a rare and wonderful per- 
sonality. Children loved him instantly. 
They have eyes that go to the heart of 
things. 

There is something else that needs to 
be said of Coach Alex. When a mian dies 
there is always the settlement of an estate. 
Some ask, “What did he leave?” Alex 
left no material riches. Some men do and 
that is all right, too. But Alex left some- 
thing which few men can leave, and that 
is a sort of immortality on eafth. The 
dollars men leave are helpful. But how 
many men who pass on over the River 
can leave such riches as Alex? There are 
hundreds of Tech men who have good 
backbones and who have strength of 
character because they played for the Old 
Man, as they came to call him. The phrase, 
“1 played for Alex,” is a phrase men 
proudly will tell their children and their 
grandchildren. And when the Dark 
Messenger comes for them it will be said 
of them that in life they played football 
for Bill Alexander. He left something of 
himself in the lives and hearts of men and 
that is an estate only a few can accumu- 
late. 

He was tired and almost blind, though 
he furiously denied both. And so let there 
be no mourning, in the sense that some- 
thing is lost. The really fine thing about 
men like him is they are never lost but 
go on living forever in the hearts of those 
who knew and loved them for the good 
and the savor they gave so freely to life 
and to those they served and loved. 


Another Round of Strikes? 


Atlanta’s share of the nation’s strike 
loss will be considerable if work stoppages 
grow out of the present labor disputes. 


Telephones would be out of service, no 
trains would run and in Atlanta the public 
transportation system would halt. 


A look at the grocery ads and the cloth- 
‘ing prices of a year ago and today does not 
explain why there is a general demand 
for wage increases. With bacon, for ex- 
ample, down to 41 cents from more than 
60 cents, with most food prices substan- 
tially lower in proportion, with the over- 
all cost-of-living index slowly ebbing, and 
with farm prices also generally down, it 
is not possible to understand why wage 
increases are still being pushed in these 
industries. 

Only one of the disputes involves work- 
ing conditions. That is the railroad broth- 
erhood demand that a third man be pres- 


ent in the cabs of the largely automatic | 


diesel engines as*a “safety” factor. This 
demand has been submitted to arbitration 
and refused as not needed. But the broth- 
erhoods persist in it and presumably will 
strike if they don’t have their way. We 
patiently have read all the arguments and

there seems even less reason to have a 
third man in a diesel‘cab: than in steam 
engines—where no such demand was 
made. It is obviously a ruse to create 
extra jobs at the expense of the public. 

The 1949 strike of the Atlanta bus lines 
for cost of living reasons finds that cost 
less than in 1949. 

In the telephone negotiations, the com- 
pany has presented certain facts of wages 
which are impressive. We are not in- 
formed as to the logic, or argument, be- 
hind the CIO’s demand for increased 
wages. If the company figures are correct 
in analyzing the wage demands, they 
would mean an increase of $7.13 per main 
telephone for every Bell user. This, if 
correct, and we have seen no denial, seems 
so preposterous an increase we cannot 
imagine it being seriously presented. 

Obviously something is wrong in atti- 
tudes. We do not insist our own is right. 
But at a time when farm prices are de- 
clining and the cost of living is going 
down, why is it necessary to have a fourth 
round of wage hikes to send the cost of 
living up again to consume what is gained 
by the increase? 

Somehow it makes no sense.

Power There is no drug with the narcotic effect of power, 
and those who have great power never seem to realize 
how much hatred and fear the inevitable arrogance of power gen- 
erates.

Huey’s great 
strength was that he was a rabble-rouser of top grade and an or- 
ganizer with few peers. .We have been very lucky in this country 
that almost all our demagogues have lacked the power to create 
a national, or even al, organization. 
The movie is not Huey’s life story, but it employs material 
from it and follows it closely in many of the major details of the 
late Kingfish. It is really a very fine job of movie-making. 


Politics In a sense, the movie is an acid-sharp picture of 

American politics. It is a distressing commentary and 
it is admittedly a generalization. But it is a picture of much of 
what goes on in State politics, even in the election. of reformers 
and honest men. 

It proposes a thoughtful question, which is: “How much of the 
political will of the American people is directly or indirectly influ- 
enced by money, patronage ccercion and pressure of one sort or 
another?” 

The average politician already has a sort of contempt for many 
American businessmen who: make civic club speeches about good 
government and who bewail the fact we do not have a solid business- 
man type of Governor or Mayor—and who then come around pri- 
vately seeking special favors on contracts, sales or patronage. 

It is an astonishing fact that money and substantial pressure 
of money did not appear in American politics until 1854 and the 
election of Buchanan. 

It was used then to corrupt, influence and defeat what was 
probably the popular public will, and it has played an increasing 
part in politics. Today, in most any State in the union, it is 
necessary to spend at least $100,000 to run for Governor or the 
United States Senate. In many States that is a conservative figure. 
Georgia has seen $225,000 spent on individual Senate and guber- 
natorial races in the last 10 years. 

A great many successful, candidates end up as saddened and 
frustrated men because they are so beholden to so many interests, 
some conflicting, they cannot really do anything, and serve out 
their terms as slightly irritated, do-nothing public servants who 
never really serve. 

“All the King’s Men”—it’s worth seeing.

Reporters Begin at the End . 


It’s an odds-on Christmas bet that De Maupassant, perhaps the 
greatest short-story writer of them all, wouldn’t last a week as a 
reporter on a present-day newspaper. Let me try to tell you why. 

News stories, with few exceptions, have little or no suspense 
because the reporter or rewrite man deliberately crams the im- 
portant facts into the first sentence or, failing this, into the first 
paragraph. Succeeding paragraphs usually taper off in impor- 
tance, and for a very good reason—if the story has to be shortened 
for reasons of space, it’s easier to cut “from the bottom up.” 

This, of course, is the exact opposite of the keep-’em-guessing 
treatment used by the De Maupassants and O. Henrys, and to give 
you an idea of the difference in the two techniques, let me take 
a recent news story which appeared in a Midwestern paper and 
write it as if it were a piece of fiction. ... 

Doll One Saturday afternoon not long ago, a night watchman 

named Stan Mikalowsky was window-shopping with his 
five-year-old daughter, Wanda, and as they passed a toy shop the 
child pointed excitedly to a doll nearly as big as she was. It had real 
hair, eyes that moved and a soft rubber skin which looked almost 
human.

When it was revealed that 
he sided with Chairman Smith and Commissioner 
Wimberly on the proposed amendments and thus 
would break the tie in the Commission in favor of 
the oil and gas industry position, such a protest 
arose that the President finally withdrew the 
nomination. Instead he appointed Thomas C. 
Buchanan, of Pennsylvania, a Democrat, who had 
served for several years on Pennsylvania’s utility 
regulating commission. 

This gave the strict regulationist faction a tem- 
porary edge until the. term of Leland Olds ex- 
pired last year. He was reappointed by the 
President, but the oil and gas interests, ever 
watchful on the administrative as on the legisla- 
tive front, succeeded in defeating his confirma- 
tion after a bitter fight. To that vacancy Presi- 
dent Truman named his old friend, Mon C. Wall- 
gren, ex-Senator and ex-Governor of Washington, 
who sided with strict regulationists in support 
of a veto by the President, which seems again to 
give the majority to that viewpoint. 

However, proponents of regulation are taking 
no chances and want to prevent Chairman Smith’s 
reappointment and, if that happens, his confirma- 
tion by the Senate.

WASHINGTON—You'd think that Paul Suplicywould be happy riding around 
in Brazil in his three new 1950 Cadillacs, which you and | helped pay for every 


time we drank a cup of 80-cents-a-pound coffee. But not Paul. 
He cabled to his broker in New York a protest against having his 


Brazilian. 


He is a bitter 


name mentioned in public as a man whose firm took better than $3,000,000 specu- 
lating here in coffee during the last nine months, while the price of this brew soared to record- 


breaking heights. 

Paul’s complaint from Sao Paulo had little ef- 
fect on the Senators, who have been seeking for 
months to learn why the cost of a cup of coffee 
was heading toward champagne levels. They 
slapped a subpoena on his broker, Alfred Boedt- 
ker, and ordered the tale of the Cadillacs and the 
quick millions spread on the record for all cof- 
fee drinkers to read. _ 

Paul, with a couple of other relatives, is head 
of the firm of Escriptorio Suplicy of Sao Paulo, 
coffee brokers. There in the center of the great- 
est coffee-producing area of the world, he’s been 
keeping the cables hot to New York, directing 
his trade on the American Exchange. 


The records indicate, according to Com- 
mittee Counsel Paul Hadlick, that while 
coffee was doubling and tripling in price last 
Fall and Winter, the Suplicys had 2,960 cof- 
fee futures contracts in force in New York. 
With the price on the way up, they bought 
cheap and sold high. Hadlick’s figures showed 
that for the nine months they made a net 
profit of $3,363,334.71. 


“Without ever actually delivering a single 
bag of actual coffee,” commented Sen. Spessard 
Holland, Democrat, Florida. 

Sen. George Aiken, Republican, Vermont, 
wondered what the $4,324 entry to the account 
of the New York Cadillac agency meant. 

“Mr. Suplicy was in New York a few weeks 
ago and he wanted a car,” testified Broker Boedt- 
ker. “So we bought it for him.”

“And what is this other item to the same 
Cadillac Company for $8,115?” demanded Sen. 
Aiken. 


“Oh,” said Boedtker, “Mr. Suplicy wanted 
several cars for his family. We bought them 
for him.” 


It turned out that the millions in profits 
never were turned over directly to Suplicy in 
Brazil. Boedtker said he had cabled orders 
to deposit them in an account marked Seavo 
in the Chemical National Bank. Who was 
Seavo? Or, maybe, what was Seavo? 


Boedtker said he had no idea. Sen. Holland 
turned to the room full of coffee brokers and 
asked if any of them knew. They didn’t. 

It was here that Boedtker read Suplicy’s cabled 
protest against making public the traditionally 
secret nature of his coffee speculations. 

“There is no reason why his dealings should 
not be disclosed to the public,” said Sen. Hol- 
land. “If the traders regard their exchange as 
of more importance than the public interest of 
the nation, we might as well find out now.” 

Sen. Austin said American coffee drinkers 
might not feel so badly if their money was going 
to the Brazilian farmers.

West Ready for Red March on Berlin 


WASHINGTON—A spark will be lit in Berlin in the last weekend of May—about a month from 


now—which could set off the powder keg of World War III. 
That spark is the Communist youth march from all parts of Soviet-occupied Eastern Germany to 


East Berlin. 


Half a million members of the Soviet-sponsored, Nazi-like Freie Deutche Jugend—ac- 


cording to the advance billing of the East German Communists—will converge on the former Reich 


Capital May 27-29, there to parade and demonstrate. 


Their slogan is “peace” and unification of 
Berlin and all Germany, their real goal is the 
seizure of all Germany—eventually, if not imme- 
diately—for Russia. Their tactics are the tactics 
of Hitler. 

They have threatened to invade the Western 
sectors of Berlin to. bring the whole city under 
Communist rule. 


- 

The threat lies not entirely in the force 
which the FDJ itself represents, although 
500,000 fanatical youths hurling themselves 
bedily inte Western Berlin could literally 
overwhelm it. The threat lies nearly as 
much in the expected presence—also for 
purposes of parade and demoenstration—of 
many thousands of East Zene Volkspeolizei, 
the Russian-trained and Russian-equipped 
people’s police which has all the appearance 
of a new Reichswehr. 


Failure of the Western Powers to control the 
expected disorder could give the Russians the 
excuse for marching in to settle matters in their 
own way, to their own advantage. 

That is the situation which the Western 
Powers face as May approaches with its grim 
menace for the whole world. Just where do we 
stand on the threshold of this challenge to West- 
ern authority in Berlin? 

The Western Powers will be prepared. 

To make panicky preparations to fight the 
Reds in Berlin and then to see the FDJ march 
result in nothing more serious than a Boy Scout 
jamboree would make us look pretty silly, how-

Berlin will be alerted throughout the time the 
youth rallies are in progress.

The Western Allies also are dealing, on an 
increasingly powerful scale, with the propaganda 
phases of the march. 

The Western radios—particularly the Ameri- 
can—in Berlin are stepping up their propaganda 
programs. Newspaper campaigns, too, are under 
way and will be intensified as the war of words 
gets hotter during the week of May 27. 

While the Reds are centering their plans 
around massive rallies in East Berlin—re 
cent of the Partitag of the Nazi regime—the 
Western Powers not only are avoiding the use 
of this propaganda device but are tightening 
restrictions. Mass meetings will not be permitted 
during the critical period, thus depriving the 
— of one fertile field for stirring dis- 
order. 

The Western Allies have taken a firm decision 
to forbid and to prevent by every means at hand 
~including the use of maximum force if neces- 
sary—any marches or parades by the FDJ into 
the Western sectors. : 

The FDJ leaders at first loudly proclaimed 


- their intention to march in. Now they are chang- 


ing their tune. 

It is inevitable that small groups of Eastern 
Germans and individuals will find their way into 
the Western sectors.

‘Aggressor 
Engaged In 
Manetiver 


“Exercise Dixie,” which brought 
to Atlanta about 300 Reserve and 
National Guard members for a 
two-day map maneuver, ended 
Sunday afternoon with the units 
theoretically in the field fighting 
an imaginary aggressor enemy.
